“The sudden interest in economy 
now shown by Candidate Roosevelt 
springs not from a desire to cease 
his political spending and squander- 
ing, but from his tardy realization 
that the long-suffering citizens are 
about to call a halt,” he said. 

The speech, he said, was “an ob- 
vious build-up for a future fake 
balancing of the budget by New 
Deal sleight-of-hand.” 

Asks Roosevelt for Names. 

Asserting that the daily average 
deficit since July 1 through Nov. 
15 was $12,865,000, Fletcher asked: 

“Will the President take the 
country into his confidence and 
name the bankers who he says said 
in 1933 that the country could stand 
a debt of between 55 and 70 billion 
dollars?” 

Concerning this phase of Roose- 
velt’s address, Robert V. Fleming, 
president of the American Bankers’ 
told reporters he did 
not know the source of this advice 
and felt certain no officers of his 
association had given any such 
estimate. 

Fletcher said that “as a candi- 
date Mr. Roosevelt is for economy, 
as a President he is a spender.”

$92.906 Assets Pledged on 
$150,000 Note. 


The receivership of the Interna- 
tional Life Insurance Co., which 
failed in 1928 after Roy V. Toombs, 
a Chicago broker, had looted it of 
some $3,500,000 while in control of 
it, was wound up in Federal Judge 
Davis’ court yesterday. 

Judge Davis discharged the re- 
ceivers, Massey Wilson and State 
Insurance Superintendent R. Em- 
met O'Malley, and ordered assets 
listed at $92,922 turned back to the 
company to be pledged by it as 
security for a note for $150,000 given 
for surrender of receivers’ certifi- 
cates not yet paid. 

Status of Claims. 

The court found that all proved 
claims against the company had 
been paid except receivers’ certifi- 
cates for $625,086 held by the Great 
Southern Life Insurance Co. and 
similar certificates for $27,348 held 
by John C. Martin. These creditors 
had agreed to surrender their cer- 
tificates in return for the com- 
pany’s note for $150,000 secured by 
its remaining assets, the Court said. 

The assets on hand included 
$9296 in cash, $38,306 in United 
States Government securities, and 
notes and mortgages. 

Holders of the 37,500 shares of 
the company’s stock have already 
received $27 a share under the con- 
tract by which the company’s out- 
standing insurance policies were 
taken over by the Missouri State 
Life Insurance Co., which later was 
taken over by the General Amer- 
ican Life Insurance Co. The stock 
had par value of $25 a share but, 
not long before the receivership, 
had sold as high as $85. Much of 
it was held by a holding company, 
the Internationa! Co., which was in 
receivership with the insurance 
company.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ANY arguments have been present- 

ed recently for and against the en- 
trance of the United States into the 
League of Nations. Today, with several 
_major nations of the world on the brink 
of another war, by displaying its full 
strength as a peace-preserving body, the 
League may assure the future member- 
ship of this nation or completely dispel 
all hope of such action. ' 

Italy is a powerful nation and the ag- 
gressor. Ethiopia is comparatively weak 
and the object of aggression. Both are 
members of the League of Nations. Italy 
has violated the League’s principles con- 
cerning aggression and, by so doing, has 
made itself liable to punishment. Ethio- 
pia, as the offended member, is entitled 
to the League’s support and protection. 
From these facts,-a question arises: Can 
the League protect Ethiopia and enforce 
the penalties which it has invoked upon 
Italy without plunging its entire member- 
ship into war? 

If the League of Nations effects an 
early and satisfactory settlement in the 
East African dispute, if the League pre- 
vents other nations from being drawn 
into this controversy, then no one will 
have the right further to oppose the 
United States becoming a part of this 
great body. Should the League, on the 
other hand, fail to act effectively in re- 
gard to protecting Ethiopia and pun- 
ishing Italy, should it draw other nations 
into military action in an effort to ac- 
complish its purpose, the League will 
have proved itself incapable of achieving 
the purpose for which it was originally 
established and, therefore, unworthy of 
support.

Civics Instruction in the Schools. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR criticism of the absence of a 

course in government in the St. Louis 
high school course is to be commended. 
Such a course would be desirable if avail- 
able as a separate one-term subject or 
as a part of a year course in American 
problems, quite prevalent in American 
high’ schools. 

However, much government is taught 
in connection with the two-year general 
history course, contrasts and similarities 
to American forms being pointed out. 
Certainly the one-year course in Ameri- 
can history stresses such a study. And 
hardly a day goes by in the subjects of 
economics and of sociology without ref- 
erence to constitutional forms and prac- 
tices, local and national. 

One does not care to see the return 
to instruction in constitutional forms as 
in the old civics instruction, at the sac- 
rifice of intelligent analysis of actual gov- 
ernmental operations. And these proc- 
esses could be, and I believe are, made 
“fascinatingly real.” Real teaching in 
any subject cannot be otherwise. Let us 
have more instruction in American gov- 
ernment, if connected up with life as it 
is, and should be, irrespective of any par- 
ticular school of political, eeonomic or 
sociological philosophy.

MR. ROOSEVELT’S OPENING GUN. 
The speech of Mr. Roosevelt at Atlanta may be 
said to be his first gum in the campaign for re-elec- 
tion. It shows the President at his persuasive best. 
Some of his repliés to his critics, as when he 
recalls the panic-stricken descent of bankers and 
business men upon Washington in the spring of 
1933, pleading that something, anything, be done to 
save their investments from disaster, are fair hits. 
The President quotes unnamed bankers as having 
told him then that the country could safely stand a 
national debt of between 55 and 70 billion dollars. 
He replied, he says, that he could not go along 
with them in that judgment; that “only a mod- 
erate increase in the debt for the next few years 
seemed likely and justified.” This adroit placing of 
himself in a conservative role, with its sideswipe 
at the bankers, is good poHtical strategy, fully up 
to the cleverness that has earned for the President 
the reputation of being a master at the political 
game. It shows what his political antagonists are 
up against in the coming campaign. 

Of major interest is the President’s statement that 
“we have passed the peak of appropriations .. . and 
can look forward with assurance to a decreasing 
deficit.” These are welcome words, words of much 
greater import to the people that those which hark 
back to the fears and alarms of 1933. The. country 
looks to the President and the next session of Con- 
gress to translate them into action. What will count 
in the campaign is not so much what the President 
says today as what he does in the coming months 
to make his prospectus effective. 

Coupled with the President’s optimistic view of 
the future is a defense of made work as opposed to 
the dole. There is here an unfortunate lack of def- 
initeness as to the future of the relief program. The 
President says that he proposes to “build high” the 
“barrier”’—this is, made work—between the needy 
and “moral disintegration.” 

Does this mean that if the funds for relief run out 
while the need for relief still exists (and it seems 
certain to exist for a long time to come), he will 
continue to advocate expenditures along the present 
lines instead of more economical measures? Evident- 
ly the President hopes, as the country hopes, that 
the business pick-up will make the form and size 
of relief expenditures a less vital problem in the 
future than they are today. Unless that happy goal 
is reached, the President may find it difficult to 
square his enthusiasm for the present relief system 
with his implied pledge to cut down the deficit. 

There will be those who, while agreeing with the 
President that the dole “outrages every instinct of 
individual independence,” will not go so far as he 
does in praising the alternative. We cannot see 
that there is a great deal of difference, in the effect 
on the moral fiber of the beneficiary, between the 
straight dole and some of the made-work projects 
which are now going forward. The President to 
the contrary notwithstanding, much of the work 
which is now being done by relief recipients does 
not come within his definition of “useful projects.” 
Much of it, it seems to us, is neither useful to the 
people nor conducive to the preservation of morale. 

We think, too, that the President is too ebullient 
in praise of the Social Security Act, which he 
describes as the “supreme achievement of the pres- 
ent Congress.”

The country 
awaits the fulfillment of his pledge in the coming 
session of Congress. 
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A GLASS EYE. 

Corning, N. Y., announces the completion of the 
200-inch glass eye for the world’s largest telescope, 
which will be installed in the observatory to be 
built on Palomar Mountain in California. Five 
years, it is estimated, will be required to build the 
observatory. In 1940, then, the astronomers will be 
invited to see something. 

Here is distance that can only be expressed in lit- 
ral astronomical terms. A¥eas 1,200,000,000 light years 
will be scanned. Infinity will have to move on. The 
watchers of the skies will behold spaces that were 
spangled a billion years ago as they are today.

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CARELESS PEDESTRIANS. 
Principal pressure in the auto safety campaigns 
now being carried on over the nation is directed 
against the reckless driver, as the major factor in the

described as hazardous. Their fatal outcome cannot 
be ascribed entirely to the motorist, though he may 
have been guilty of heedlessness as well. 

Such evidence of carelessness on the part of pe- 
destrians does not diminish in any way the authori- 
ties’ duty to control the reckless motorist. It means, 
however, that more vigor is needed in warning, ed- 
ucating and curbing pedestrians. The difference is, 
of course, that the careless motorist endangers others, 
while the careless pedestrian usually endangers only 
himself. Strangely enough, with their own safety at 
stake, many pedestrians take chances or allow their 
attention to wander when crossing the street. The 
citizen on foot can aid the safety campaign if he 
will exercise caution when his path crosses that of 


motor traffic. 
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MARK TWAIN: 1835-1935. 

One hundred years ago today Samuel Langhorne 
Clemens—Mark Twain—was born in the hamlet of 
Florida, Mo. 

His centenary falls just 25 years after death 
brought his mellow Indian summer to a close. But 
a short time before, he had convulsed the nation with 
his retort from Bermuda that the report of his death 
had been “greatly exaggerated.” With his passing 
welled up the most universal regret ever occasioned 
by the death of an American man of letters. For 
his countrymen were well aware that they had lived 
and laughed with a national character, whose books 
incarnated the spirit of his times. With the cen- 
tury rounded out, a later generation knows him not 
only as a true humorist but as an authentic interpre- 
ter of the American scene, and himself the most 
representative, perhaps, of all his people. 

Someone has said that the man from Hannibal 
stands out with Abraham Lincoln as typifying the 
great American democracy. This is true. Together 
they fulfill the promise of what James Truslow Ad- 
ams has termed the American dream. In their un- 
conventionality, their self-reliance, their realism, 
their sense of the dramatic, their dislike of aristoc- 
racy, Samuel Langhorne Clemens and the gaunt man 
who was born in a Kentucky cabin and cleared a 
cornfield in the Indiana wilderness had the common 
qualities of their restless, expanding, boisterous age. 
They were geniuses besides, but first they were 
Americans during the rise of the common man. 

What a story Mark Twain's is! None of those he 
told is as remarkable as his own. Had he never 
bequeathed the ageless whitewashing of Aunt Polly's 
fence or started that imperishable raft voyage of 
Huckleberry Finn and Nigger Jim out on the June 
rise, he would be secure among the immortals for the 
epic he himself lived. He was printer and pilot, 
silver miner and seeker after gold. He speculated 
in wildcat stock and Western land. He staked a for- 
tune of $100,000 on a faulty typesetting machine, 
went bankrupt and at 60 took to the lecture platform 
to compete with P. T. Barnum and Fanny Kemble 
and pay every last cent he owed. From a West- 
ern village of 100 souls to the dining tables of roy- 
alty; from a carefree boyhood in a town bounded by 
a wilderness and an enchanting river to Oxford's 
scarlet doctoral robe and world renown; rich one 
day and poor the next—in Mark Twain's vicissitudes 


dignified. Their lives and his wrote the Odyssey 
of a new people. 

What a gallery of rich memories the mere men- 
tion of his name brings! Tom and Huck and Sid 
hiding in the tall grass on the hilltop graveyard, the 
night wind moaning in the trees and Muff Potter 
and Injun Joe doing that fearful deed under the si- 
lent moon. One of the innocents abroad standing 
before the Sphinx. “After years of waiting, it was 
before me at last. The giant face was so sad, 80 
earnest, so longing, so patient....” Dawson's Land- 
ing, with its tangle of rose vines, honeysuckle and 


Pudd'nhead Wilson, wishing he owned half of that 
yelping dog:so he could kill his half. 
be-forgotten stagecoach trip across the desert, dead 
and vast and blistering in the sultry August sun. 
“Punch, brothers! Punch with care! Punch in the 
presence of the passenjare!” Gay days and nights 
in the San Francisco of the 60s. Naked urchins chas- 
ing each other in the shallow, clear water of the 


curling up from their camp fire and a woodpecker 
hammering away overhead. 

Mark Twain was Missouri's own, but Missouri was 
America and America had gathered its millions from 
the four corners of the world. Yet that “something 
different” about him, as Gamaliel Bradford has 
termed it, is here at our door—the vast meandering 
river that flowed through his being and must al- 
ways be his home.

shocking motor accident toll. Too frequently lost 
to sight, however, is the role played by the careless | 
pedestrian in running up the huge annual total of | 
deaths and injuries. Comment on this circumstance 
was made recently by Alvan Macauley, president of 
the Automobile Manufacturers’ Association, in a radio 
address. 

Mr. Macauley emphasized that he was “far from 
trying to alibi the motorist.” “But,” he added, “the 
existing situation requires that the dangerous ele- 
ments be played up in unsparing terms. The pe- 
destrian is emphatically one of those. In this coun- 
try, generally, pedestrians are never punished by the 
law for their recklessness or heedlessness. In many 
countries of Europe, in the event of an accident, the 
pedestrian is presumed equally guilty with the mo- 
torist until the contrary is proved.” 

Statistics bear out the point about the careless pe- 
destrian’s role in motor fatalities. Of the 33,980 per- 
sons killed by motor cars in 1934, almost half, or 
15,950, were pedestrians. How many of these were 
guilty of at least contributory negligence in their own 
destruction may be judged by an analysis of such 
accidents, prepared by the Travelers Insurance Co. 

Of the pedestrians killed, this report shows the 
actions of 8710, or more than half, were classified as 
follows: crossing intersection against signal, crossing 
intersection diagonally, crossing between intersec- 
tions, coming from behind parked cars, children play-

HE reciprocity agreements seem to 
Trave met a better reception in Canada 
than in the United States. But this was 
only to be expected. Our elections are over. 
The American campaign is just beginning. 
It would be terribly against the grain of hu- 
man, nature for an opposition party, just 
opening a drive against a Government par- 
ty, to miss so tempting a target as a wide 
trade agreement with a neighboring nation. 
The vulnerability of any reciprocity agree- 
ments lies always in their local applications. 
A specific reduction in duties may be a very 
beneficial step, judged from the standpoint of 
the whole nation; and yet it may bear down 
heavily on the profits of some particular ac- 
tivity in a limited locality. 

The cut on seed potatoes isacase in point 
It will be a telling anti-Roosevelt argument 
in Maine. It may easily kill whatever 
chances he may have had in that important 
State— important chiefly because it votes 
early. Yet undoubtedly it will be a fine 
thing for the American people at large. 

It is to be presumed, however, that the 
Roosevelt council of strategy carefully ex- 
amined all these features of the pact his 
administration has just signed before they 
committed themselves. They have weighed 
the local risks against the general gains. 
After Rhode Island, they probably are not 
to be very greatly frightened by feaospective 
losses in New England. Most prophets deny 
them any important chances in this section 
of the country. 

On the other hand, a loosening of trade 
restrictions generally will have an excellent 
effect in other parts of the Republic, and 
the American people know that they could 
not possibly get many valuable concessions 
from Canada, under any government, with- 
out giving something in return. 

The very smallness of the probable Cana- 
dian shipments, contrasted with the volume 
of American production, tends to render 
American concessions on certain lines innoc- 
uous. Cattle is a case: in point in this re- 


spect. What we will send into the American 
market will be so inconsiderable in compart 
son with what the American breeders them- 
selves will contribute that it can hardly 
affect prices at all. Yet it will be of real 
help to the Canadian trade. The basic fact 
that a “good neighborly” agreement has been 
reached will please the American people. 

Ex-President Hoover will make no votes 
by his gibe to the effect that these agree- 
ments constitute “more of the more abun- 
dant life—for Canadians.” The American 
people as a whole do not feel that way at 
all about us. They would like us to have 
“more of the more abundant life,” provided 
it did not mean a net loss to themselves. 
We will get the wrong angle on American 
comments on these agreements if we do not 
start with the theory that Canadians are 
popular in the United States and that they 
would like us to prosper and reap benefits 
from this or any other act of their Gov- 
ernment. 

As a whole, they never think of “annex- 
ation.” They regard that as quite beyond the 
bounds of practical politics. But when they 
offer lip-service to the suggestion, they 
imagine themselves to be paying us a high 
compliment. There is no other nation on this 
continent that they would similarly accept 
within the fold—if they would really accept 
us, which is doubtful. 

The voices throughout Canada are com- 
monly favorable to the pacts, even from 
sources where we would least expect it. The 
general feeling is that they: should be given 
a trial. It will be easy to change them if 
we do not like them—perhaps too easy. 

But one feature of the situation that we 
should keep constantly in mind is that we 
must not pay too much attention to sharp 
and hostile criticisms in the United States 
This is election year down there, and surely 
we all know what “election year” connotes 
in any democratic country. Even the Brit- 
ish people will talk as if they wanted to 
“hang the Kaiser” or to “close the Suez” 
just before an election.

Preparing homemade candies (oval) for gift packages (above) 


requires long beating. This recipe makes 
about 12 small squares of fudge. 

Variations: For peppermint squares, 
add three drops oil of peppermint, instead 
of vanilla, Dip the squares into melted 
milk, or dipping, chocolate. 

For scrolls, divide the beaten fudge-like 
candy in half. Tint half of it a pale pink, 
and flavor with strawberry. Press the 
white part flat on a buttered tray with 
the palm of your hand. Stretch, the pink 
over this; spread thinly with melted 
chocolate, and roll it up with the white 
part inside. When it is firm, cut into 
slices. These pale tinted whorls are al- 
ways attractive. 

Cocoanut Cream Puffs 

One and one-half cups milk-packed 
coconut. 

Three cups granulated sugar. 

One-half teaspoon cream of tartar, 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

One egg white. 

Drain milk from coconut through a 
cloth. Dissolve sugar, which has been 
combined with the cream of tartar, in 
this milk. Cook, stirring constantly, un- 
til thermometer registers 238 degrees 
Fahrenheit or a soft ball results when 
mixture is tested in cold water. Lower 
flame and stir in the moist coconut 
shreds. Cook, stirring, until mixture 
reaches 242 degrees Fahrenheit or firm 
ball stage. Chill 10 minutes in a large 
pan of cold water, add vanilla and egg 
white which has been beaten until stiff, 
but not dry. Beat mixture until it be- 
comes creamy white. Drop rough spoon- 
fuls on a buttered surface. This recipe 
makes about one and one-half dozen can- 
dies. 

Variations, For coconut chill balls, do 
not cook in the coconut shreds. Shape 
small balls of the candy, work into them 
a few moist shreds, but only a few. The 
coconut is very milky and the balls should 
hold together well. (These chill balls 
taste cool even when kept at room tem- 
perature—due to the coconut milk.) 


Brown Sugar Maple Pralines 

One cup brown sugar. 

One cup granulated sugar. 

One cup milk. 

One tablespoon butter. 

One-eighth teaspoon salt. 

One tablespoon maple syrup. 

One cup pecans, chopped. 

Dissolve sugars in milk over a low 
flame. Then cook, stirring frequently, 
over a moderate flame until thermometer 
or boil- 


ing is low. Add butter, salt and pecans 
and cook to 234 degrees Fahrenheit. Chill 
to luke warm in a pan of cold water. Stir 
in the maple syrup and beat until thick, 
bat rather shiny. Drop spoonfuls on @ 
buttered surface to flatten out into pat- 
ties. Or this cream can be melted over a 
double boiler like fondant, then dropped 
from a funnel. This recipe makes about 
one dozen candies. 

Variations: For marshmallow pralines, 
beat in one tablespoon marshmallow 
whip instead of the maple syrup. Flavor 
with vanilla; shape cones with the hands, 
and shroud the cones with chopped pecan 
meats. 

Dulwich Cream Caramels 


Two cups granulated sugar. 

One cup light corn syrup. 

Three cups heavy cream. 

Two-thirds cup sweetened condensed 
milk. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

One-half cup black walnuts, chopped. 

Combine sugar, syrup, cream and con- 
densed milk. Mix well, then cook until 
mixture forms a firm ball when tested in 
cold water, or until thermometer regis- 
ters 246 degrees Fahrenheit. Stir con- 
stantly during last part of cooking. Re- 
move from heat, stir in vanilla and lastly 
the nuts. Pour intq a buttered square 
pan and when quite firm, mark into 
squares. Do not cut the squares until 
candy is very firm. Wrap each in wax 
paper. This recipe makes about five doz- 
en small caramels. 

Variation: For chocdlate Dulwiches, 
melt two squares unsweetened chocolate 
with sugar, syrup, cream and milk. Cook 
mixture to 246 degrees Fahrenheit. Then 
continue as in preceding recipe. Dip the 
caramels into melted milk or dipping 
chocolate. 

Honey Cream Caramels 

One cup granulated sugar. 

One cup top milk. 

One-half cup light corn syrup. 

One-half cup honey. 

One-eighth teaspoon salt. 

One tablespoon butter. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

Dissolve sugar with milk, syrup and 
honey. Cook until mixture forms a firm 
ball when tested in cold water, or until 
thermometer registers 244 degrees Fah- 
renheit. Add salt and butter and cook to 
248 degrees Fahrenheit, stirring cdénstant- 
ly. Remove from heat, stir in vanilla and 
pour mixture into a buttered pan. Allow

Wrap each caramel in 
wax paper. This recipe makes about two 
dozen caramels. 

Variations: For maple caramels, sub- 
stitute one-fourth cup maple syrup for the 
honey. 

For egg cream caramels, beat in one 
beaten egg white. Add chopped 
pistachio nuts or almonds, and cut into 
small cubes. 


Coconut Crisps 


Two cup: granulated sugar, 

One cup light corn syrup. 

One cup water. 

Two tablespoons molasses, 

Two tablespoons butter. 

One cup coconut. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

Dissolve sugar in the syrup and water 
over a low fire. Then cook, stirring fre- 
quently over a medium flame until ther- 
mometer registers 290 degrees Fahren- 
heit, or until mixture is very brittle when 
tested in cold water. Lower flame, and 
add molasses, butter and coconut. Cook 
over low heat, stirring constantly until 
m ‘xture reaches 290 degrees Fahrenheit 
again. Stir in vanilla lightly. Pour into 
a large buttered pan. When it has cooled 
slightly, stretch it as thin as possible. 
When cold, break it like peanut brittle. 
This recipe makes about one pound of 
candy. 


Coconut Almond Crunch 


One cup granulated sugar. 

One cup confectioners’ sugar. 

Three-fourths cup heavy cream, 

Ona tablespoon butter. 

One tablespoon molasses, 

One-eighth teaspoon salt. 

One cup coconut. 

Two cups almonds, toasted and chop- 
ped. “ 

Combine the sugars with the cream. 
Then cook, stirring frequently over a me- 
dium flame to 234 degrees Fahrenheit, or 
until mixture just clings together when 
tested in cold water. Add butter, molasses, 
salt and coconut, Continue cooking, over 
avery low flame, stirring constantly 
until a firm grainy ball results when 
tested in cold water, or the thermometer 
registers 240 degrees Fahrenheit. At the 
last minute, stir in the almonds. Drop 
by spoonfuls on a butter pan.

This anatomical condi- 
‘tion undoubtedly makes for a ten- 
dency to dental caries and un- 
doubtedly also such anatomical ar- 
rangements are hereditary. To this 
extent bad teeth have a tendency to 
run in families, but with modern 
dentistry and dental technique, 
there is no reason why these things 
cannot be corrected, and with our 
modern knowledge of the dietary 
influence on tooth health and tooth 
‘resistance, and with our modern 
knowledge of mouth hygiene in the 
‘way of tooth pastes, powders, mouth 
washes and tooth brushes, there is 
/no reason why any child’s heredi- 
tary tendency towards bad teeth 
cannot be corrected.

| As a matter’ of fact, tooth 
brushes, tooth pastes, and all our 
knowledge of the influence of diet 
on teeth is comparatively modern, 
and certainly has not penetrated to 
the population in general. I have 
heard it estimated that over 40,000,- 
000 American adults do not own a 
tooth brush. I hope this estimate is 
exaggerated, but if it should be true, 
it is certainly an indication of the 
| way in which improvement can oc- 
cur in this important field. 
| The familiar saying about visiting 
your dentist twice a year may be 
taken as true for adults; but cer- 
tainly for children, as permanent 
teeth are coming in, this should be 
changed to “Take your child to a 
dentist four times a year, at least.” 
| The particular reason for this is 


that between the ages of 5 and 14 


28 new teeth come in, about three 
teeth a year. Besides this, the den- 
‘tine of a child’s teeth is much softer 
than that of an adult. So once be-

| The first permanent teeth to come 
in are the first four molars—the 
most forward of the back teeth.
